Berlin, March 28.— According to the 
Cornowitz correspondent of the Lokal 
Anzeiger, the situation In Wallachia 
has grown worse. 
The 
number of 
persons killed daily Is growing enor­ 
mously. 
Throe hundred persons have 
been killed in an encounter between 
peasants and the military at Stareskle, 
and there have been two bloody but­ 
tles at. Mastanestir, in one of which 
Lieutenant 
Jonilescu 
lost his 
life. 
The 
peasants toro 
the body 
of the 
lieutenant 
to 
pieces 
and 
danced 
around the bloody remnants to wild 
music. 
Similar atrocities are reported from 
the districts of Dimbrovitza and Dolj, 
where villages and farms have been 
burned down. 
The 
situation 
in Galatz 
Is 
most 
threatening. 
The longshoremen there 
are fraternizing 
with the 
peasants. 
The prefect of Galatz has ordered all 
the ahops closed for three days, and 
the people are In a state of wild panic. 
Order generally has been restored 
In the province of Moldavia, but fresh 
disturbances 
have occurred 
in the 
Dolj district and several other places 
In Wallachia. 
The disorders at Nzaceni have been 
suppressed by the killing or wounding 
of twenty-five men. 
At this point the 
troops dispersed 500 incendiaries. 
There is atli! serious fighting in the 
Vlashka 
district, 
where bands 
of 
plunderers who have taken refuge in 
villages 
are 
being 
shelled by 
the 
troops. 
According to some of the Roumnn 
lan refugees who have arrived on the 
Bulgarian side of the Danube, the in 
surgent peasants have been guilty of 
the same ruthless cruelties that usual

the feuds 
in the 
Balkans 
Many of the landlord class have been 
burned to death after their bodies and 
limbs had been enrolled in the thick 
twists of hay or straw.

to death by the revolted peasantry.
